with the full right of local self-government. 
Had it not been for the foul moral leprosy 
of Utah it would long ago have been ad­ 
mitted to all the advantages and im­ 
m unities of statehood.

larger than that of Nevada, larger than 
that of Colorado; b ut so long

The Aldermen have granted the Third 
Avenue Railroad Company the privilege of 
experimenting in the use of steam powor 
on its surface rails. 
We shall probably soon 
have dummy engines tearing through Third 
avenue, and this will no doubt be promptly 
followed by similar experiments on Sixth 
and other avenues. 
When tho horse car 
companies were using their money to defeat 
all friendly rapid transit bills in the State 
Legislature the preUmco was that it was all 
done in the interests of the property own­ 
ers. 
An elevated railroad, we wore told, 
would drive carriages and foot passengers 
from tho thoroughfare; no business would 
be done by tho storekeepers; rents would 
have to be lowered, and thus the owners 
on the avenue would be injured without a 
fair and ju st compensation. 
We leavo the 
property owners to decide whether greater 
injury would be inflicted on the retail bnsi- 
ness of an avenue by an elevated railway or 
by steam engines running on surface rails, 
frightening horses and risking the lives of 
passengers both in vehicles and on foot 
It was to be expected that the Aldermen, 
who are carried by the horse car companies, 
figuratively speaking, in 
their breeches 
pockets, would concede any demand made by 
tho Third Avenue or any other wealthy street 
railroad corporation. 
When a price is paid 
goods must be delivered. 
But there are 
three very good reasons why the privilege in 
question should not have been granted. 
In 
the first place, it is in no way or shape such 
rapid transit as the people ask for and the 
city requires. 
In tho second place, it is an 
unqualified outrage on properly, without a 
single justification, in the interest of a grasp­ 
ing corporation. 
In the third place, it is a 
public evil, because it increases tho induce­ 
m ents for the horse car companies’ illegiti­ 
mate opposition to real rapid transit. 
If 
the Mayor possesses the power to catvcel tho 
aldermanlc concession to the Third Avenue 
Railroad corporation it is to be hoped that 
he will exorcise it.

with great slaughter, but their defeat is 
said to have encouraged the Turks to assume 
the oft’ensive. From Krzeroum it is reported 
that a battle all along the line is immi­ 
nent ; hence a few hours 
may decide 
w hether the Russian forces will be com­ 
pelled to fall back to their own defences, or 
will at once take possession of Kar.s as a 
prelude to the ocoupntion of Erzeroum. 
If 
the end 
of the present 
advance should 
be 
a 
decisive 
and 
final repulse 
of the 
assailants it will 
delay further 
operations in Armenia 
for 
some time. 
The Turks are not 
strong 
enough 
to 
pursue their advantage to any im portant 
extent, 
and they are 
so 
nearly sur­ 
rounded 
by 
the 
enemy as 
to make 
any attem pt of the kind an act of insanity. 
The effect of the repulse would, therefore, 
only be 
to oblige tbe 
Russians to fall 
back to their own defences with a view 
to

concentration 
of

field 
force 
on 
Kars. 
In the present 
assault they have used but a fraction of their 
force, their advance having been made over 
a long and extcnd.ed line, and whatever may 
bo tho final result of the three or four days’ 
fighting, there is little doubt of the eventual 
fall both of Kars and Erzeroum. 
Kars is naturally a strong place, and has 
never been reduced without a severe strug­ 
gle, except in 1828, when it was taken by 
the Russians under Prince Paskovitch after 
a siege of only three days. 
In 1855, during 
tho Crimean war, tho gallant defence of 
Kars by Sir W illiam Fenwick Williams, a 
Canadian by birth, who commanded the 
garrison, aided by tho Hungarian Gen­ 
eral 
Kinety, 
is 
a 
m atter 
of 
his­ 
tory. 
The 
Russian 
attacking 
force 
under General Mouravieff num bered forty 
thousand infantry and ten thousand cav­ 
alry, while the besieged had a force of only 
fitteen thousand men. 
Yet 
this brave 
band and their lion-hearted 
command­ 
ers 
held 
out 
for 
five 
months, 
and 
then only yielded to starvution. 
So splen­ 
did hud been their defence that the Russian 
General not only allowed the surrendered 
troops to march opt with all tho honors of 
war, but pifJvlicly. com plim ented their com­ 
mander on his bravery and skill. 
It was 
ridiculous to suppose that Kars would now 
fall at the first approach of the Russians 
vii’ithout any opposition, and the present 
hard fighting and heavy losses might have 
been antiuipnted,. bowoyer inevitable may 
be the final result.

Russia fomially ndtlfles the neutral na­ 
tions that she w ill on her part, conduct the 
war in acoordnnee wifh the'D eclaration of 
Paris, and that the subjects of all neutral 
Powers may oontinue their commercial inter­ 
course with Russian ports and cities on the 
single condition that they respect and ob- 
serve “ the laws of the Em pire and the prin­ 
ciples of international law." Tbe Declara­ 
tion of Paris forbids privateering, and 
the Czar w ill 
consequently, not issue 
letters of marque. 
An enemy’s goods are 
protected by the flag of a neutral if they are 
not contraband of war ; and with the same 
exception the property of neutrals on an 
enemy’s ship is not liable to seizure. 
These 
provisions apply to the ships and goods of 
subjects of the United States, though our 
government bus never adhered to the Declar­ 
ation. 
Arms, m unitions of war, and all 
material from which they may bo mode, are 
cuutrubond of war. 
The ukase by which 
this 
intention is 
declared directs 
“all 
officers to conduct tho war in os humane a 
manner as possible." Certainly there are 
in any war great possibilities for mitigat­ 
ing its horrors if the purpose to do this is 
systematically encouraged ; and it will be 
strange if Russia proves the first of Euro­ 
pean nations to pursno this course on 
principle.

McCarthy is only human, and has an appe­ 
tite. 
He grew hungry- so hungry, indeed, 
that he could not resist rushing off to the 
dinner table before bis turn came. 
There 
are some excuses for McCarthy. 
He knew 
his prison associates, and may have feared, 
not without justification, that they would 
leave very Jittlq for him to eat if he waited 
any longer. 
At all events a man with an 
empty stomach and tho savory smell of a 
dinner in his nostrils does not stop to cal­ 
culate what duty requires of him. 
Mc­ 
Carthy left the office and repaired to the 
dinner table, where all thoughts of his pris­ 
oners were soon buried in boiled beef and 
cabbage.

Connors, seeing tho doors un­ 
guarded, walked up to them, laid his hands 
on them, and lo! looks were unfastened, 
bolts shot back, handles turned, and the 
gates of the prison hoose opened before 
him.

enjoy bis dessert afterward.

The clubbing mania seems to have broken 
out again in the police force. 
Tho sentence 
of a Brooklyn patrolman to six months’ im­ 
prisonment, with a good prospect of a new 
indictm ent with a more severe punishm ent 
at the expiration of his term, made the 
ruffians of the force cautious for a time, and 
citizens enjoyed a temporary im munity 
from broken heads. 
But the forbearance 
seems only to have rendered the police 
more hungry than ever for skulls to crack, 
and noa' that they have again drtiwn their 
locusts they lay on their blows with m ur­ 
derous ferocity. 
The officer, Doyle, who 
clubbed Franois William^ to death in the 
hallway of his own house and in the pres­ 
ence of his wife has, by means which will be 
investigated very thoroughly hereafter, been 
half whitewashed by a Coroner’s jury and 
held to bail in a ridiculously small sum by 
Coroner Croker; but it is to be hoped that 
the Grand Jury will give a criminal court 
tho opportunity to decide whether such a 
savage and unnecessary killing is or is not 
wilful murder. 
The arrest grew out of a 
noisy quarrel between a man and his wife, 
which the policeman bad a right to stop, 
since it disturbed the neighborhood. 
But 
the quarrel was over, and tho man wos 
inside his own door, when he was dragged 
out by the policeman and so brntully 
beaten and injured as to cause his death. 
No such viclamAd uould have been neces­ 
sary, and the fact that it was resorted 
to by an officer, whose duty it is to protect 
the public peace, makes the act the .more rep­ 
rehensible.

Another scandnious instance, of police 
brutality is the olnbbing of a lad named 
Isaac Walsh, said to be uqder twenty years 
of ago, by two ruffianly patrolmen of the 
First precinct. 
The boy 
ordered to

suit tho officers was knocked down and 
beaten by them until his head was badly 
cut and his ,budy dqngeivUBly bruised. 
The 
beating was continued long after the lad 
tell bleeding and helpless to^the ground. It 
Is claimed that Walsh boors a bad character; 
but whatever his reputation may be there 
can be no justifiuation for the brntal and 
illegal conduct of his assailants. 
These 
coses in New York and the breaking out of 
the clubbing m ania again in Brooklyn show 
the necessity for the prom pt. apd severe 
punishm ent of the ruffians who tkns exceed 
the lim it ol their dnty and wantonly gratify 
their natural ferocity and brniality.
